If the man 
has a claim for exemption or discharge 
he must file that with the district board 1 
seven days after the date of the notice 
that called him for physical examina- 
tion, not seven days after the. date up- 
on the notice. He then has ten days 
In which to file affidavits supporting 
this claim, the blanks to be furnished 
by the board.

If the 
claim is allowed the man Is given a 
certificate of exemption or discharge, 
but this becomes inoperative whenever 
the conditions upon which It was 
granted cease to apply. 

If his claim for exemption Is not 
supported, he is posted as one quali- 
fied for service and the man then 
has three days In which to appeal ^ 
the district exemption board. If that 
body does not allow his appeal he can 
appeal to the President and If the 
President turns him down, he has 
nothing to do then but kiss his rel- 
atives good-bye. 

Claims for either discharge or ex- 
emption can be filed either by the man 
himself or by another person, affect- 
ed by his being called, rfuch as hla 
wife or mother.

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Mr. Honing reports from adminiBtrution sources that the presi- 
dent intends to tuke action restricting the activities of the advisory 
commission of the council of national defense, who, it is intimated,* 
are trying to get "fancy prices for the war supplies furnished by 
their own and other companies in each line of business." 

The report is interesting. No one but Mr. Wilson himself is re- 
sponsible for the personal of the advisory commission, and we should 
be sorry to find that, because bis selections were poor, if they were 
poor, we must find ourselves at the very beginning of the war, when 
cooperation and harmony are so necessary, plunged into an inter- 
governmental row promising a maximum of demagogic opportunity, 
sensational charges, injustice, and perhaps destructive legislation. 

So far as can be inferred from what has escaped into print the 
row is between Mr. Wilson's cabinet heads, or Mr. Daniels only, per- 
haps, and the advisory commission. The council, or part of it, in 
other words, does not like the advisers Mr. Wilson has given it. We 
must wait for further enlightenment, but in the meantime wo arc not 
inclined to side in advance with Mr. Daniels or other members of Mr. 
Wilson's cabinet against the advisory commission selected by Mr. 
Wilson, even though some of them or all may be industrial magnates. 
Mr. Wilson is in the unfortunate position of having surrounded him? 
self with an official household by no means up to the standard re- 
quired by these tremendous times, and we hope that he will not en- 
gage in a domestic quarrel in his own official family when he can pro- 
bably correct whatever evils have arisen and establish public confi- 
dence by strengthening his corps of advisors— Chicago Tribune. 

FEEDING A VAST ARMY 

An announcement from Washington appears to mean that the 
government has now contracted for practically all the supplies that 
will be required to ration the 1,000,000 troops during the coming 
year. This includes, according to the announcement, everything 
from beef to shoestrings and from cots to candy. Two hundred thou- 
sand pounds of fresh beef is one item and besides that there is can- 
ned corn and canned roast beef totaling nearly 8,000,l)<M) pounds 
more, without including the canned corned beef bash. 

The cauners of the country have been requested to reserve for 
the use of the army and the navy 18 per cent, of the 11)17 output of 
canned tomatoes, 12 per cent, of the canned corn, 12 per cent, of the 
canned peas and !) per cent, of the canned salmon. All told K43 dif- 
ferent items of supplies appear in the list of rations for issue and 
sale of clothing and equipage. 

From these figures it is evident that this country intends to have] 
a vast army in France in 1018- - Nn other presumption can be raised 1 
from the totals being reserved for the army and navy. Nearly one-! 
fifth of all tomatoes canned, more than a ninth of the corn and peas j 
canned and an eleventh of the salmon woidd indicate the feeding of | 
a large number of hum an beings, certainly a vast army. 

DEMOCRACY AS JUSTICE 

Senator Lewis of Illinois is opposed to any kind of a Federal 
investigation of the recent deplorable race riots at East St. Louis. 
Any procedure of that sort, he avers, would cause the negroes to 
think the government is behind them. Of course that woidd never 
do. Evidently Senator Lewis thinks no negro is entitled to feel that 
the government is behind him. Whenever the Democrats of the 
South attempt and succeed in depriving the negro of his right to vote 
— though religiously counting him to enable the whites to secure a 
swollen and a stolen strength in Congress and in the electoral col- 
lege — the motto of the Federal government should be "Hands off" 
lest the defrauded negro should think that the government is behind 
him. So, too, when negroes come North and go to work they should 
be mobbed and killed by any one who feels so inclined, even though 
the colored man has deprived nobody of a job and does his work well. 
Senator Lewis is the Democratic whip of the Senate; he doubtless 
voices the opinion of his party in declaiming against any action to 
cause the negro to think that there is a government to which appeal 
can be made.

Tourist Will See Picturesque 

Dam, Largest In the 
World-Buffalo Bill's Old 
Home, 



The eastern gateway to the Yellow- 
stone National Park is called the Cody 
entrance, because at Cody, Wyo., the 
traveler leaves the train for a rides 
of sixty-three miles by automobile to 
the park boundary. 

Cody was founded many years ago 
by the famous scout, the late Col Wm. 
F. Cody, "Buffalo Bill," and is a typU 
cal western plains town. It Is situ- 
ated on a bench or shelf above the 
Shoshone River and below the table- 
land that stretches away toward the 
cast. It is therefore invisible to the 
traveler on the roads from Thermo- 
polis, Basin, Powell and other Wyo- 
ming towns to the eastward until he 
comes very near the limits of the 
town. 

Leaving Cody for the trip to Yellow 
stone Park, the road leads into the 
Shoshone Gorge, across the Shoshone 
River, and thence to the Burlington 
station on the plain opposite the town 
From here the road turns southwest- 
ward through the plains and runs for 
several miles through an arid, tree- 
less waste. Tho sulphur mill on the 
east side of the river stands out prom- 
inently a short distanco from Cody. 

The wonders of the trip to the park 
begin with the entrance to the Sho- 
shone Canyon, the stupendous gorge 
through which the Shoshone River 
takes Its course. On the right lies 
Rattlesnake Mountain and on the left 
Cedar Mountain. The two constituted 
a single mountain until the river cut 
a deep, narrow gash through its cen- 
ter of solid rock. The walls of the cany 
on are nearly perpendicular, and yet 
along the face of Rattlesnake Moun- 
tain the Reclamation Service of the 
Department of the Interior blasted 
from the solid rock a splendid road 
eight miles long. 

Great Engineering Feat 
In many places the road passes 
through tunnels in tho granite walls. 
This Is the road that is traveled 
through the gorge and out to the park. 
The Government found it necessary to 
construct this road through the ap- 
parently inaccessible canyon in order 
to provido the means of transporting 
materials to construct the great dam 
of the Shoshone reclamation project. 
This dam Is the second highest in the 
world, 328 feet from the lowest foun- 
dation to the top of the parapet, be- 
ing 48 feet higher than the Flatiron 
Building in New York. At Its base it 
is 108 feet thick up and down stream 
and only 80 feet long. On top It Is 180 
feet long and 10 feet thick. 

The cost of its construction was $1 .- 
866,586, but the value of the crops 
raised by the use of the stored water 
In 1916 was $601,000 and only about 
one-sixth of the Irrigable area was 
cropped last year. The Irrigation sys- 
tem Is being rapidly extended and sev- 
eral thousand acres will be throwi 
to homesteaders during the au 



many of which are favorite resorts of 
the big game hunter. As the road con- 
tinues westward beyond the ranch 
lands, a very mountainous region ap- 
pears. The Shoshone National Forest 
is entered at a point where the val- 
ley suddenly narrows to a deep cany- 
on. High mountains on each side of 
the river stand like huge sentinels at 
the gates of the forest. 

Proceeding into the canyon, many 
wonderful natural features appear on 
every side. The mountains are com- 
posed principally of red sandstone and 
have been carced Into a million fan- 
tastic shapes by wind and water ero- 
sion. 

Signs attract the attention of visi- 
tors to the peculiaryly shaped forma- 
tions, the most Interesting of which 
are Holy City, Chimney Rock, Clock 
Tower, Hole in tho Wall, Dead Indian, 
Elephant's Head, Duck, Maimed Hand, 
and pinnacle Point. As the park boun- 
dary is approached the mountains be- 
come more rugged and timber growth 
heavier, he principal species of trees 
aro Douglas fir and Engleman spruce. 

Just after crossing the Middle Fork 
of the Shoshone River and leaving It 
to the right, as tho road proceeds up 
Middle Creek, Pahaska Topee Is reach- 
ed. This is an old hunting lodge built 
and owned for many years by Buffalo 
Hill, and is very beautifully situated in 
the forest. 8upplles of various kinds 
may be obtained at this point. 

Two and four-tenths miles farther 
up Middle Creek the park boundary 
at the Eastern Gateway is reached.

Housewives Warned that Attempt 
Hoard and Store Often Is False

• CANNED TOMATO SAK E OR 
PUREE 

Washington, D. C, July 28— Since 
tomatoes contain a very high percent- 
age of waterT-it often is desirable to 
can only concentrated tomato prod- 
ucts. This is true especially when 
cans or Jars are difficult to obtain. A 
delicious concentrated tomato sauce 
may be made and canned as follows, 
says the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Small or broken toma- 
toes and large tomatoes unsuitable for 
canning whole, may be used In this re- 
cipe. 

Cut the tomatoes Into fairly small 
pieces and add one large-sized onion 
chopped and one cup chopped sweet 
red pepper to one gallon tomatoes. 
Cook until tender. Put through a 
sieve and add a mixture of Mi salt and 
2-3 sugar In a proportion of one tea- 
spoonful to each quart of the mixture. 
Cook until the consistency of Ketchup, 
stirring constantly. Pack hot into 
sterilized Jars or bottle*. Adjust rub- 
ber and cap— place the containers on 
a false bottom In a veasel of water 
sufficiently deep to reach almost to 
their top and allow to remain at a boll' 
Ing temperature for 25 minutes. Re- 
move jars from the water bath and 
tighten the lids Immediately.

Washington, D. C, July 28— Buy 
flour In small quantities and protect 
it carefully from spoilage, Is the key- 
note of a suggestion from the United 
StateB Department of Agriculture. 

Sound flour milled from standard 
wheat exhibits very little tendency to 
decompose when stored In a proper 
manner. Nevertheless, there is con- 
siderable lose of flour through spoil- 
age as a result of improper storage, 
particularly during the summer 
months. Flour dealers naturally have 
to carry In storage an amount of flour 
proportionate to the current needs of 
their trade. Housekeepers on the farm 
and in the city should porchase flour 
in accordance with their needs only. 
It is false economy for the housekeep- 
er to purchase larger amounts of flour 
than can be used with in a reasonable 
length of time. This may be a barrel 
for a large family; more often it will 
be the 50-pound sack. Any storage 
of flour In excess of the consumer's 
needs constitutes hoarding which, un- 
der present circumstances, is an un- 
ethical and reprehensible practice, of 
no profit to the Individual who prac- 
tices it, but Injurious to tbe best In- 
terests of the people. 

Since it Ib the duty of everyone in 
tho present situation particularly to 
avoid all waste, It Is incumbent upon 
each ono ao to store the normal stock 
of flour as to eliminate all waste what- 
soever. The precautions that are re- 
quired have been well worked out in 
practice and are stated as follows by 
speciallBts in the Department of Agri- 
culture: 

There are three cardinal principles 
of flour storage. Flour should not be 
stored In the cellar, since the cellar 
Is rarely free from dampness, even 
though special flour bins have been 
built in. It is common to And odor* In 
cellar and flour absorbs odors and 
is contaminated by them. The cellar 
is cool, but Is usually too damp. Flour 
should not be stored In the attic of 
the usual type. The temperature Is 
too high in summer, there is no cir- 
culation of air, and the flour is likely 
to acquire a musty odor. Flour should 
not be stored In the pantry or kitch- 
en except in small quantities since the 
temperature is certain to be uneven 
and the flour is likely to be contain! 
nated by odors. 

If practicable every household 
should possess a small room for 
age of non-odorous commodities, 
a room is best located on the north 
of the building. It ahould be 
ventilated and a cool and even tem- 
perature should be maintained where 
such a room Is not available a closet 
may fit the requirements well. The 
bins or containers ahould be kept 
clean, and when an old stock of flour 
Is exhausted, the container ehould be 
carefully cleaned before a new 
Is placed. 

Naturally the flour must be guarded 
from vermin. Flour should be ex- 
amined occasionally to see that de- 
composition has not begun. Conserved 
In this manner, the sack of flour in 
the household and the larger stores 
of the retailer can be utilised 
ticaily to tbe exclueion of any 
through spoilage. 



HOW TO CAN STRING BEANS 

Washington, D. C, July 28— String 
beans for canning should be small, 
tender, fresh and well sorted. When 
the beans within the pod have grown 
to any size, canning is more difficult 
and the product of poorer quality from 
a commercial standpoint. String the 
beans and cut them into 2-inch 
lengths; cutting diagonally or "on the 
bias" gives a pretty product. In glass 
they may bo canned whole, packed 
log-cabin fashion In square Jars. 
Blanch In boiling water for 3 to 8 mln- 
uates or until the j>od will bend with- 
out breaking, and plunge into cold 
water for an mutant . Drain well, pack 
quickly, and cover with brine made 
by adding 2Vi ounces of salt to a gal- 
lon of water. Put U»o rubber In place 
and adjust the cap loosely. When the 
beans are young and tender allow 
packed quart containers to remain In 
water bath at boiling temperature 2 
hours continuously, or, if more ma- 
ture beans are packed an hour on each 
of three successive days. Immediate- 
ly after sterilizing the filled Jar tigh- 
en the cap securely and allow Jars to 
coor away from any draught. Store 
In a cool, dry, dark place.

C. & 0. TELEGRAPH OPERATORS 
GET INCREASE 



Chesapeake and Ohio telegraph op- 
erators have received word that they 
have been granted a twelve per cent 
increase in pay. 

The increase was a compromise 
reached in negotiations which have 
been in progress in Cincinnati for 
some time: The agreement was reach- 
ed between the general manager, J. 
P. Stevens and a committee repre- 
senting the railroad telegraphers' un- 
ion. General superintendent L. B. Al- 
len and Superintendent E. L. Bock 
have been attending the conferences, 
while the telegraphers were represent- 
ed by L. E. Hicks, general chairman, 
and J. W. Riser of Huntington, chair- 
man of the local and general secre- 
tary and treasurer.

The telegraphers are now paid a 
minimum of $76 and a maximum of
